The appellation “court day” was 
derived from the fact that in 
earlier times one day a month was 
set aside for farmer to come to 
town and sell their products at 
auction. Lexington for this pur- 
pose granted “Cheapside,” named 
for the famed old London Cheap- 
side, and ever since, every second 
Monday in the month such sales 
have been held. Country people 
could use that part of the city on 
that one day without anyone say- 
ing them nay.

Antipodes Seeks Remedy for 
Cactus Pest

Texas Beetle Believed Able 
to Check Scourage 


Million Acres Yearly Given 
Over to Desert 


SABINAL (Tex.) Nov. 17-—Col- 
lecting cactus beetles for the pur- 
pose of sending them to Australie. 


turned loose to prey upon the cac- 
tus plants, has been the work of 
A. P. Dodd, entomologist of the 
commonwealth government of Aus- 
tralia, in this part of the Upper Rio 
Grande border region of Texas dur- 
ing the past several months. 

Mr. Dodd shipped from this sec- 
tion a few days ago twenty-two 
cases, containing approximately 


17,000 beetles. The insects are des- 
tined to the tropical region of 
Queensiand, where more than 
$0,000,000 acres of rich land have 
been overrun by that specie of cac- 
tus known in Texas as the prickly 


pear. 

According to Mr. Dodd. both the 
state of Queensland 
and e commonwealth govern- 
ment of Australia have been ex- 


perimenting for many years with 
methods to eradicate the cactus 


SEEKING REMEDY 

The situation was regarded so 
seriously that a world-wide scien- 
tific search for an Insect to combat 
the cactus was begun several years 
ago. In the course of this inves- 
tigation Mr. Dodd came to 
chaperra] region of Texas. 
attention was immediately at- 
tracted to the fact that the prickly 
pear was not a pest hereabouts. He 
reached the conclusion that some 
natural enemy kept it under con- 
trol and for that reason it never 
spread to the extent that t became 
a pest. He then set to work to find 
out what was the cause of this re- 
stricted growth of the planta. He 
oon that a beetle was 
feeding upon the leaves or pads of 
the cacti and that the insects 
killed great numbers of the plants. 
In some localities the depredations 
of the insects were so great that 
the cactus growth had been en- 
tirely eradicated. 

The collecting of the beetles was 
a tedious business. Mr. Dodd was 
assisted in the work by E. Mor- 
tensen and other entomologists. 
The insects were carefully packed 
and they will be given especial at- 
tention on their long trip to Aus- 
tralia. Upon arriving at destina- 
tion they will be divided into ‘ool- 
onies and an effort made to great- 
ly tnerease their numbers br 
breeding before they are turned 
loose tn the cactus-covered area. 
Just how long it may take to eradi- 
cate the prickly-pear pert in Aus 
tralfa Mr. Dodd does not venture 
to ay. He is of the belief, how- 
ever, that within ten years great 
progress should be made along 
that line by the voracious beetles. 
That the task is a big one ts shown 
by the fact that the cactus is 
spreading et the rate of about 
1,000,000 acres a year. This means 
that u ie going to take a host of 
beeties to cope with the new 
growth alone. 


WORSE THAN PEST? .

“BLOSSOM TIME” GROWS IN [Ts

Sentiment idealised, and ro- 
mance and moonlight turned into 
music—that is “Biossom Time.”
